There are two high 
schools in every large town, one is 
public and one privately owned. 
Their courses are divided into two 
divisions - academic and occupa­ 
tional academic. The first is purely 
academic, the second is vocational 
with some academic involved in It. 
Vocational curriculum is now being 
enforced this year in all privately-

schools. 
Great attention is given to child 
guidance. There are almost 90 dia­ 
lects spoken in the Philippine Is­ 
lands. one-quarter of the popula­ 
tion speaking the native language 
of "Pagalog.” On Dec. 30, 1937, it 
was officially proclaimed, by the 
president of the Islands, as the 
basic language and as a required 
subject in ull schools.

Every commun­ 
ity should baok up the enforcement 
efforts of police on the streets and 
highways, or demand enforcement 
if it is lacking. Safer streets and 
highways will be the reward, be­ 
cause violators of traffic laws cause 
most of the deaths and injuries.”
